COMMANDER RESPONDS. 


In response the national comman- 


der. Gen, W. B. Wooters, spoke in 
part as follows: 


"One year ago the few Fort Wayne 


comrades who represented this city 
at the encampment at Baltimore 
asked the national body to come to 
this city in 1900, 
Last fall it was 


my privilege to stand on this plat- 
form and address a splendid audi- 
ence gathered on short notice, and 
from that hour I have felt we made 
no mistake in voting to come to Fort 
Wayne. 
We expected the citizens 


of this city would entertain us as 
loyal American citizens, but never 
in the history of our organization has 
there been such preparation, such a 
display of the patriotic colors we 
love so well. 
Our expectations have 


been far exceeded. 
As to the keys 


of the city which you, Mr. Mayor, 
have so generously extended to us, I 
feel that you will have no cause to 
complain of the conduct of this rem- 
nant of the grand old army of 1861- 
65. There was a time, perhaps, when 
they were a little bad. The hard 
work, long marches, severe fighting, 
with little to eat and little time to 
sleep, may have made them a little 
bad at times. 
But they returned to 


paths of peace, many of them have 
been signally honored by the people, 
and all have been zealous, honorable 
citizens. 


"We are glad of the opportunity to

Legion is sometimes misunderstood, 
and consequently criticised. We dc 
not claim to have done all the light- 
ing, nor won all the battles, nor tc 
have displayed all the bravery. But 
one distinguishing- characteristic is 
that its members must have volun- 
teered for the longest period, three 
years, and before the draft, before 
the bounty, and from none but the 
most patriotic motives.

Eleventh Indiana battery was held

presiding. 
William M. 


Glenn, secretaiy, lead the minutes of 
the la&t meeting, held one year ago 
in the S. F. Bowser factory. 
H. C. 


Zolllnger, tieasurer, was unable to be 
present on account of his duties as 
a national officer of the Union Vet- 
eran Legion, and A, Smead acted as 
treasuier and collected the dues. 


Twenty-nine members answered 


i oil-call, among them Captain A Sut- 
termelster, of Kansas City, who had 
never befoie attended a reunion of 
the batteiy. 
The battery boys were 


highly pleased to see their old leadei, 
although in many cases it was neces- 
sary to make new introductions. 
Captain Sutteimeister was with the 
Eleventh Indiana from the time of 
its first muster in until the last of 
the boys were mustered out in 1865. 
He formerly resided in Foit Wayne, 
being a member of 
the firms of 


Humphrey & Co. and Suttermeister 
& Becker, marble dealers. 
In 1880 


Captain Suttermeister moved to Kan- 
sas City and although he has often 
revisited Fort Wayne during the last 
twenty yeais he had never before at- 
tended a reunion o£ the Eleventh bat- 
tery.

Corinth, Nashville, Franklin, Mur- 
fresboro, Tullahoma, Chickamauga, 
Lookout Mountain, Mission Ridge, 
Tunnel Hill, Buzzaid Roost, Resaca, 
Kingston, New Hope chuich, Kenne- 
saw Mountain, Marietta, Vinings, 
Chattahoochie River, 
Atlanta and 


Jonesboro, 
Each member 
present 


today woie a pretty white badge with 
the recoid of battles printed thereon 
in led. 
They were all glad to talk 


of these battles, and at least twelve 
of those piesent had been thiough 
them aU. 
The battery was mustered 


into the service in December, 1861, 
and the last squad was not mustered 
out until the autumn of 1865. The 
lavages of war often reduced the 
lanks, but theie weie always volun- 
teers to take the places of the miss- 
ing. 


Theie weie mpny visitors at the 


session and the old soldiers retold 
the scanes of the battles in which the 
Eleventh battery had been an im- 
portant factor.

BOYS INBLUE ON 


Annual Review of Union Veteran Legion 


With Hundreds of Heroes in Line 


Keeping Step to the Music. 


Dallas, Tex., Sept. 12.—A bulletin 


received from Galveston, via Vir- 
ginia Point and Houston, here at 11 
a. m. says: 


"The situation grows worse every 


minute. 
Water 
and 
ice needed. 


People in frenzy from suffering from 
these causes. 
Scores have died since 


last night and number of sufferers 
have gone insane." 


GHOULS AT WORK. 


•Houston, Tex., Sept. 12.—A repor- 


ter has telegraphed from Ln Porte 
the story of the robbery and mutila- 
tion of the dead in Gnlveston and the 
the death of tho offenders. 
The 


ghouls were holding an orgio over 
the dead. 
The majority cf these 


men were negroes, but there were al- 
so whites who took part in the dese- 
cration. 
Some of them were natives 


and sonic had been, al lowed to go 
over from the mainland under the 
guise- of "relief" work. 
Not only 


did they rob the dead, but they muti- 
lated bodies in order to secure their 
ghoulish booty. 
A party of ten 


negroes were returning1 from a loot- 
ing expedition. 
They hart stripped 


corpses of all valuables, and the 
pockets of some of the looters were 
fairly bulging out with fingers of 
the dead which had been cut off be- 
cause they were so swollen the rings 
could not be removed. 


Incensed at this desecration, and 


mutilation of the dead-the looters 
were cliot down and. it lias been de- 
termined that all found in the act of 
robbing of dead shall be summarily 
shot. 


During tho robbing of the dead not 


only were fingers cut off, but ears 
were stripped from the head in order 
to secure jewels of value. A few gov- 
ernment troops who were siirvivors 
have been assisting in patrolling the 
city. 
Private citizens have also en- 


deavored to prevent the robbing of 
the dead and on several occasions 
have killed the offenders. 
Singly 


and in twos and threes the offenders 
were thus shot down until tho total 
of those thus executed exceeds fully 
fifty.

A HUGE PROBLEM^ 


Galvcston, Texas, Sept. 11.—(Via 


yacht Stella to Houston, Sept. 12)— 
The citizens of Galveston are strain- 
ing every nerve to clear the ground 
and secure from beneath the debris 
the bodies of human beings and ani- 
mals and to get rid of them. It is 
a task of great magnitude and is at- 
tended with untold difficulties. 


There is a shortage of horses 
to 


haul the dead and there is a shortage 
of willing hands to perform the grue- 
some work. 


Yesterday morning it became ap- 


parent that it would be impossible to 
bury the dead even in trenches and a 
movement was made to take them to 
sen.. Barges and tugs were quickly 
made ready for the purpose, but it 
was difficult to get men to do the 
work. 
The city's firemen worked 


hard in bringing bodies to the wharf, 
but outside of them were few who 
helped. 


IMPRESSED INTO WORK. 


Soldiers and 
policemen were ac- 


cordingly sent out and every able- 
bodied man they found was marched 
to the wharf front. 
The men were 


worked in relays and were supplied 
with stimulants to nerve them for 
their task. At nightfall three barge 
loads, containing about seven hun-

fense of liberty and independence. 


A HISTORIC SPOT.

sociations. Here the red men of the 
forest once roamed at will and their 
great chiefs assembled around their 
council fires to consult, advise and 
plan for the good of their tribes.

"The past is vividly brought to 


jnintl as we contemplate the stirring 
and momentous events enp.ctcd by the 
early settlers in this locality. 


"They endured hordships without 
:urmur or complaint. Suffered pri- 


vations incessantly, bearing the sum- 
mer's heat find the colds of winter, 
the rniii and the sunshine, and grew 
strong physically, as well as in their 
love for America and all that it rep- 
resents. 


Our fathers planted the tree of 


freedom and independence, nourished 
t with their blood, pledged to it their 
saci-rd honor, their fortunes and their 
lives-. 


"In such, a soil, is it any wonder 
hat this iintion h.ir. grnwH until to- 
Iny it is the wonder and admiration 
of the world. 


"Allen county, this state, has had 


ts representatives in al the wars this 
country has been ngaged in, from 
colonial days to the present. It fur- 
nished more than four thousand good 
find true men for service in the great 
struggle for tlte preservation of the 
union and our national integrity. 


"Some of these comrades sleep in 


unknown graves in the southland, 
others are with us today, to welcome 
you to this reunion of comrades. 


"In the interest of humanity and 


liberty 
several 
hundred 
patriotic 


young men, Indiana's sons, 
volun- 


teered nnd their services were accept- 
ed by the government for duty in 
the Spanish-American 
war, 
all of 


whom acquitted themselves 
honor- 


ably. 


MEMORY OF LAWTON.. 


"Some were slain in battle, yielding 


up their lives a sacrifice on tho altar 
of. their country in the Philippine 
islands, and of this number we name 
Major General 
Henry "W. Lawton. 


That splendid volunteer soldier and 
gentleman knew no fear and 
was 


ever faithful and zealous iu the dis- 
charge of duty. His loss is mourned 
by those who knew him best. 


"The generous and heartfelt wel- 


come we have received from ths true 
and loynl citizns of this city causes 
our hearts to swell with thankfulness 
and praise for their kindness to this 
small band of veterans, survivors of 
the great straggle, 
the civil war, 


That war, we believe, was the great- 
est of all wars when viewed from 
each point brought to view, and such, 
we believe, will be the verdict of the 
true historian. 


"Assembled here today in this 


grand reunion of comrades we recall 
the many battlefields in which our 
comrades fought.

LEGION MEMBERSHIP. 


'''The membership of our order on • 


June 30th, 1899, ae revealed by the' 
quarterly reports of Past Adjutant 
General William A. Baird, was 0,692 
•in. good standing. 


"According to report of the pres- 


ent adjutant general, for the year 
ending June 30,1900, we find a mem- 
bership of 6,903, showing a net in- 
crease of 211 members. 
The in- 


crease in our numerical strength is 
not as great as we desired, or as 
large as we hoped for one year ago, 
yet we are glad to be able to report 
that there has been something of an- 
increase, and trust that my successor 
will be able to report a much larger 
number at the close of his term of 
office. 
Boys you did what you could, 


you have my thanks, 


"During the year we have organ- 


ized two new encampments; one at 
Eact Brady, Pa., with fifteen mem- 
bers, and one at the National Mili- 
tary Home, Danville, 111., with a 
charter membership of twenty-six. 


"The number suspended since June 


30. 1399, was D79. 
This loss of 


members is very much regretted. We 
did hope thnt the loss from this 
cause would be very small, but the 
facts arc otherwise. We do not want 
to complain because of these suspen- 
sions, but our heart is snd over this 
loss. 
Comrndes you know the local 


conditions existing better than. I do, 
and if you arc satisfied that there 
was no other course to pursue in 
justice to your membership, we ac- 
quiesce in your action. 


"The loss of membership in this 


and all other organizations is from 
two causes, to-wit, death and sub- 
pensions. 
The gains are made up 


from reinstatement and new recruits. 


FIELD IS LIMITED. 


"The field for increase of member- 


ship in our organization is limited, 
by reason of our 
law governing 


eligibility, yet we have reason to be- • 
lieve that there are many survivors 
of the war of the. rebellion, who. ,., 
should be, members of: the Legion,, 
and the question as {;o ho\v.they,may,;.,r 
be secured,,hns had.more or less con-,, 
sideratiou by all my predecessors, as 
well as myself, yet the problem re- 
mains unsolved. 


"We do not find much opposition 


to the Legion among those who are 
eligible to membership and who have' 
never joined our ranks, but many 
excuses are offered- when they are 
solicited to become members, the 
principal one is, that they are get- 
ting old, and. do not in their declin- 
ing years, caro to take upon them- 
selves new duties and reponsibill- 
ties.

All of these officers are to be 


chosen by a referendum vote.

president has authority to appoint 
nn executive committee of five mem- 
bers. whose duty it will be to ex- 
unine association records and attend 
o matters which are of general wel- 
fare to the association. 
The presi- 


lent has .the power to fill nil vacan- 
cies resulting from death, the ap- 
pointee to hold until the next elec- 
:ion. 
The annual meetings are to

AMERICAN FREIGHT BUSINESS. 


American railroads carry in a year 


the great total of 1,000,000,000 tons 
of freight. The freight so carried is 
much diversified, and the rates of 
transportation are cheap, two impor- 
tant items in railway freight service. 
It is a common belief that the chiof 


danger of some of the contracts be- ' freight of American roads is grain, 


and that the earnings of the vari- 
ous roads are dependent largely upon 
the harvests of csrcals. Indirectly 
this is true, for large harvests at re- 
munerative prices mean money to 
farmers for other articles which rail- 
roads transport, but, actually, the 
profits made by railroads from th3 
transportation of gr.iin are Irss than 
from other articles of freight. Last 
year the American railroads trans- 
ported 00,000,000 tons o!: grain of 
all kinds—wheat, coin, rye, barley 
and buckwheat—while the transpor- 
tation of anthracite or hard coal was 
95,000,000, or SO per cent, more than 
that of all the grains collectively. 
Coal, which is the easiest and le^.st 
expensive ittm of fi'Rigl't to handle, 
furnished the railroads of the United 
States with their chief tonnajjc. The 
figures of anthracite coal transpor- 
tation are greatly exceeded by those 
of soft or bituminous coal transpor- 
tation, which amounted last year to 
200,000,000 tons; lhat is to say, 
about one-fifth of the total freight 
tonnage of American railroads is in 
bituminous coal, and nearly 30 per 
cent, of the total freight tonnage of 
American railroads is in conl, hard 
and soft. Another very imporlant 
item is lumber. The rniiroadn of the
